COLONEL KARMANY RETIRES 


Colonel Lincoln Karmany assumed the status of a 
retired officer on February 10, after nearly forty years 
of service in the Marine Corps. Colonel Karmany was 
commissioned a second lieutenant in the Marine Corps 
in 1883, after five years and ten months’ service as a 
midshipman and passed midshipman at the Naval 
Academy. 

During his career he has performed the duties of 
the various grades in posts and stations all over the 
world and on board a number of ships of the Navy; 
among others, the old Brooklyn, The Trenton, The En- 
terprise, The Yorktown, and The Mohican. He has had 
a total of over twelve years of sea and foreign service. 

Colonel Karmany was born in 1860 in Pennsylvania, 
from which State he was appointed to the Naval Acad- 
emy in 1877. He has been senior Colonel of the Corps 
for some time prior to his retirement. 

He was very popular as a junior officer and his 
reputation as a soldier increased throughout his career. 
He received special commendation for his services at 
the time of the San Francisco earthquake and fire. 
that time he was in command of the Marine Barr 
Mare Island. 





LARGEST MARINE DIES OF PNEUMONIA 


Gunnery Sergeant James D. Turriziana, the heaviest 
man in the Marine Corps, died at the League Island 
Hospital, Philadelphia, February 4, of pneumonia. 

The passing of “Big Jim,” as he was known to his 
comrades, was a distinct shock to the Marines of the 
Depot of Supplies, where for many years Turriziana 


had been assigned to duty as watchman. Big Jim was 
a familiar figure, not only to the employees of the 
Depot, but to many others in Philadelphia, who re- 
member his sunny smile and happy disposition. He 
was remarkably lively for a man who weighed 323 
pounds. 

When Big Jim shipped over about two years ago, his 
unusual physique was the subject of considerable com- 
ment by newspaper writers. He was born in Italy, and 
after eighteen years of service in the Marine Corps 
his speech still showed traces of the soft accent of his 
native land. 

Many stories are told of the big Marine’s feats of 
strength. An incident that has been frequently told 
recounts a forty-mile hike in Haiti that was made by 
Sergeant Turriziana and his comrades. At the finish 
of the hike he was carrying two rifles, three packs and 
a tired out comrade under his arm. 

Death came suddenly after only two or three days 
of illness, pneumonia being quite frequently fatal when 
it attacks a man of unusually large physique. The 
dead Marine was 41 years old, and, according to his 
own statement, had intended to complete a full thirty 
years in the Marine Corps, had not death suddenly 
terminated his career. It is reported that he left an 
estate of approximately $20,000 in insurance, jewelry 
and war bonds.

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YOUR CHOICE OF READING MATTER 


Never in the history of the world has there been 
such a bewildering array of printed matter for the 
reader to choose from. The magazines that could be 
counted by the “tens” a few years ago, now run into 
the hundreds. On every magazine stand there is a 
wide assortment of periodicals that cater to the tastes 
of every class of reader. There is no lack of variety. 

The Marine Corps student should meet with no dif- 
ficulty in making a wise choice of reading matter. If 
he cannot find in his post library the technical books 
that deal with the subject he is studying, he can at 
least find many magazines that will help to improve his 
mind and help him to grasp more readily the funda- 
mentals of any course, from plumbing to civil engi- 
neering. 

Some of the magazines cover the current events of 
the day, briefly and accurately. They make excellent 
reading matter. Others merely cater to the taste of 
persons who wish to be amused, and their publishers 
are not at all particular about what class of material 
they print. To read some of the trashy publications 
that are offered for sale is a pure waste of time—if not 
worse. 

The M..C. I. student need not spend all of his hours 
in reading some dry-as-dust tome of the Middle Ages. 
Neither does he need to resort to some of the catch- 
penny periodicals that will get him nowhere. 

If he is in doubt and wishes to make a happy choice, 
he should consult a librarian. This is especially true 
wherever a Marine has acess to a library in a large 
city. All of these libraries have skilled experts who 
will direct you to the class of reading matter you are 
anxious to find. 

If you wish to improve your English you can do no 
better than study the volumes left behind by such 
writers as Shakespeare, Byron, Poe, Emerson, Scott, 
Longfellow, Irving, Browning and scores of others 
whose works may be found on library shelves. One of 
the best examples of English literature in print is the 
Holy Bible. It is also the “One best seller” of all the 
publications in the world today. Last year 30,000,000 
copies were distributed to all parts of the world, and 
the supply fell far short of the demand.

WHAT EVERY ADVERTISING MAN KNOWS 


The student of Advertising must know words. They 
are the tools of his trade—the symbols through which 
he submits the merits of his product to the public. 

In order to frame your message to the public in 
concise English, you must know more than the rudi- 
mentary words in common use. You must also know 
the nomenclature of your product, so you may display 
its merits before the reader in the simplest and most 
intelligible form. 

U. S. Marines who have enrolled in the M. C. I. for 
a course in Advertising would do well to bear this in 
mind. Advertising space is usually costly. The read- 
ing public is fickle. There must be something in your 
message to catch the eye and hold interest. 

You may pore over the pages of a dictionary or 
thesaurus to find the correct term or phrase you wish 
to apply to your product. If your vocabulary is limited 
it may be absolutely necessary for you to do this in 
order to exactly describe the merits of the article you 
wish to sell. Above all, you must make the most of 
the limited space you have to use, and the limited 
time the reader is willing to pay attention to what 
you have to say. 

Read over the advertisements. You will notice that 
few words are wasted. Modern advertising parallels 
journalism in that its message is straight to the point. 
There is no waste of words, time or effort. The modern 
advertising man uses very few words because he has 
so many to choose from. This sounds like a paradox, 
but nevertheless it is true. 

Don’t be afraid to use the dictionary. That is what 
dictionaries are made for. Every time you open it 
you add something to your knowledge and enlist a new 
recruit in your army of words. 

Every successful advertising man must learn to use 
the “exact” words his message to the public requires.

That for part of its water supply Athens, Greece, de- 
pends on the aqueduct built by the Roman Emperor 
Hadrian? 

That two boys left Weiser, Idaho, to ride the treach- 
erous waters and rapids of the Snake River to Lewis- 
ton? They expect to make the trip safely in a new 
boat built especially for the occasion. The distance is 
222 miles and the river runs through one of the deep- 
est and mightiest gorges to be found in the West, cut- 
ting its way through several mountain ranges between 
canyon walls 7,000 feet deep in places. 

That more than $500,000 in bonus checks was given 
as Christmas presents to those employees of the Balti- 
more & Ohio Railroad who remained loyal to the road 
during the recent railroad strike? 

That Commercial radio communication between 
China and the United States has been established? A 
station at Hillsboro, Oregon, working on 8,400 meters, 
is being heard regularly at Shanghai, where the Fed- 
eral Telegraph Company has erected an experimental 
station. 

That the only fox farm in Great Britain is located 
near Alness, Cromarty Firth, Ross-shire, Scotland? 
The climate is suitable and the first six have increased 
to 60. 

That well diggers in the Caribou District of British 
Columbia threw up fine nuggets and sand impregnated 
with gold while digging a well in search for good cattle 
water? The gold-bearing sands extend over a large 
area. 

That in an Egyptian tomb a vase was found contain- 
in honey still liquid after 30 centuries? Cushions on 
the armchairs found in this tomb were still so soft and 
well preserved that one could toss them across the 
room without doing them damage. 

That buildings of the University of Vienna are be- 
coming unfit for use due to neglect and lack of money 
for repairs? The roof of University Hall has not been 
repaired since before the war and the rain is coming 
through, loosening the plaster, cracking the mouldings 
and staining the fine frescoes with dampness. 

That in Mukden, Manchuria, there is a street car 
line over which little dilapidated cars, each drawn by 
three Mongolian ponies, run from the walls of Mukden 
to the railroad station in the Japanese zone?

There are many high, carved stone 
images on the island, the origin of which never has 
been determined. 

That a 25-year-old ordained minister and his wife 
have entered grammar school in the seventh grade at 
Jeaumont, Texas? Regular attendance at school was 
denied them during their childhood because they lived 
in an isolated district. The theological seminary is 
his educational goal as he wishes to qualify to minister 
to larger congregations.
